THE GIRL AT HOME AND ABROAD. 


A t this season every year hundreds of 


girls leave schools and colleges and enter 
the social world. 
The college graduate is 
usually old enough aud lias received mental 
training that w ill prevent her doing such 
foolish things as girls younger and with 
less serious training are apt to do. 
A girl 


o f twenty-two who makes her entrance 
into the social world— and most college 
graduates are usually that old— must be 
innately vulgar if she offends the sense of 
propriety. 
But the graduates o f schools, 
especially the fashionable schools, are usu­ 
ally younger, and unless they have grown 
up under wise aud educated mothers they 
frequently mistake amazement for interest, 
amusement for admiration. 
In a late number of the North American 
Review is an article that every girl should 
read— the article entitled “American Girls 
in Europe.” 
It is filled with hints on the 
m istakes American girls make in the man­ 
ners they adopt, and these m istakes the 
writer attributes largely to the bad models 
chosen. 
She speaks warmly of two Amer­ 
ican girls who had made this mistake. She 
says: 
“I 
have never seen two such aristo- 
cratic-looking creatures as the daughters 
of a hard-working couple who had ‘struck 
o il’ somewhere in the M iddle States, who 
came over, teem ing w itli money and ignor­ 
ance, to admonish N ice, and set expectant 
and most impecunious nobles by the ears; 
and a prouder, better liehaved, more badly 
speaking pair of beauties never helped the 
English novelist or the French playwright 
to a type. 
I was much touched to hear 
the mother asking a lady near her J'what 
she sfiould do to make her girls more like 
the foreign girls.’ 
‘G ive them a year of 
school in England and a year of school in 
France,’ was the sensible reply. 
For the 
shrewd American mother saw her daugh­ 
ters were laughed at. 
She saw that they 
neither walked, sat down, rose up, ate their 
dinner, talked to gentlemen, nor put on 
their hats like the shy, proper, rej ressed 
girls that had been educated in convents. 
She got to know that their own country­ 
women disowned them. 
She also saw that 
they were inclined to copy had models, not 
good ones, which is the besetting sin of 
the variety of American girls.” 
The writer of the article, Mrs. John 
Sherwood, heard a comment on the atten­ 
tions of the Prince of W ales to a beauti­ 
ful American girl iu which the Americans 
were accused of doing “American things.” 
eAnxious to know what these “American 
■ .hings” were, she asked a gentleman who 
was a prominent literary man, and who 
entertained Americans most hospitably, 
what was meant by the accusation “Amer­ 
ican things.” 


“W ell, I will tell you,” said lie. 
“In 
the first place, the American pronuncia­ 
tion is, even amongst your cultivated peo­ 
ple, most unmusical and unpleasant to us. 
I dare say ours is to you. Then, if you will 
forgive me, we observe in your handsome 
young women an entire absence of that 
delicate reserve, that fragrance of pro­ 
priety, which is our idea of good breeding. 
I do not say that there are no charming 
exceptions 
And, then, we do not like 
your air of success, your air of appropriat­ 
ing everything.” 
She also tells us of the comment of a 
foreign husband of an American giri, who 
stated that his first impression of the lady 
who was afterwards his wife was “that she 
was the hardest looking woman he had 
ever seen;” 
and in reply to the question, 
" ' 
“ re­ 


form that w ill arouse disagreeable com­ 
ment, or offend against good taste. 
Many 
of us remeipber the young girl who, a 
couple of summers ago, against the wishes 
of her chaperon, went canoeing with a 
gentleman in the evening, and neither of 
them ever returned. 
The canoe was over­ 
turned in some way and both of them were 
drowned. 
It was against the sentim ent of 
the place in which the young girl was 
staying to go canoeing in the evening. H er 
bravado cost her life and that of her es­ 
cort. 
A wise man who knows the ways of 
the world has sa id : 
“Every sensible man 
pays due regard to the public opinion of 
the community in which he lives.” Every 
wise girl does likewise. 
G irls who love 
admiration frequently do things which are 
not in good taste, and thereby arouse com­ 
ment which they would be mortified to 
hear. 
N ot long since a beautiful girl, dressed 
in a suit of navy-blue and white, trimmed 
w ith g ilt braid in m ilitary design, and 
w ith a remarkable hat, drove for several 
afternoons in a park phaeton drawn by a 
span of fine horses, and attended by a 
groom whose livery matched the spokes of 
the wheels, through a thoroughfare in a 
large city to the terminus of a bridge, at 
aii hour when it was crowded, and there 
waited in the most public manner for a 
friend. 
T he act wa= so conspicuous that a 
simple-hearted gentleman commenting on 
it said : 
“Doubtless she is a lady, butT it 
does not become a lady to do anything so 
conspicuous.” 
The young lady who did this has every 
social advantage, but she is either weak or 
vulgar. 
It is this disregard for public sen­ 
timent, this independence of manners and 
standards, 
that justifies criticism. 
The 
wise girl iives a life that does not violate 
the laws or standards that have been found 
best suited for the social intercourse of 
men aud women. 
Girls of an innate re­ 
finement, or who study to become refined, 
are careful to avoid that which classes 
them w ith that which is vulgar, loud, or 
ignorant in a world whose standards are 
the result of their own parents’ ignorance.

MOROCCO AHB THE MOORS. 


WOMEN WITH HANDSOME FACES AND 
FINE FIGURES.

The empire of Morocco is a country 
larger than Spain. 
It is known to the in­ 
habitants as Magrit-el-Aksa, or the “ex ­ 
treme west,” and has an area of 220,000 
square miles. 
W ithin these lim its are the 
three former kingdoms of Fez, Morocco 
and Tafilet. 
T he two first were formed by 


twenty provinces in the northern aud m id­ 
dle regions, with Tafilet occupying the 
southern portion. 
The whole extent of 
country is traversed from the northeast to 
the southwest by the Atlas mountains, 
with numerous rivers and streams between 
the different mouutain chains. 
There are 
550 m iles bordering on the A tlantic ocean, 
and 250 on the Mediterranean sea. 
The 
population is estimated anywhere from 


10,000,000 to 15,000,000, made up of Arabs, 
Moors and Berbers. 
Tbe women of the 
three races have fine figures and handsome 
faces. 
They are a good deal secluded, and 
partially cover the face when O H t; but 
there is no difficulty in getting a good Idea 
of their looks. 
The color of the face of 
the women suggests bronze, with the eyes

S h e speaks o! what she terms the odd va­ 
rieties of American girls— the girls who 
lo v e ! heir parents, but do net reverence 
them . 
And this is the sort of girl who 
usually speaks of her fatiier and mother as 
“papper” and “maminer”— parents 
who 
have accumulated 
money, or made it, and 
s|>end it entirely for their children. These 
are the girls who, having a little wider 
social training thaa their parents, a little 
more educational, advantages, 
but fre­ 
quently lacking their parents’ common 
sense, think 
(hat they have nothing to 
learn, and shut the door to the possibili­ 
ties that their opportunities constantly 
give them. 
Mrs. Sherwood puts every American 
girl in her debt by these wise words : 
Iu the matter of dress, an American 
girl rises to the situation at once. 
She is 
very rarely, if ever, badly dressed. 
Given 
such an amount of prettiness as she has, 
such quickness of eye, and so long a purse, 
I ’uxis dresses her “a ravir.” and she wears 
her clothes like a queen, or as queens but 
seldom do. 
It is astonishing, when one 
sees such taste in one direction, that one 
can see such lim itations of taste in the 
m atter of mauners; but it is quite evident 
that some young American girls think, if 
the outside of the cup and platter is clean, 
it is no matter about the inside. 
They 
neglect their speech, which is a matter of 
vital importance. 
For wherever we live, 
w hether in Yorkshire or Home, Peoria or 
Paris, there are such things as a culti­ 
vated and agreeable voice, a correct pro­ 
nunciation, and a pretty accent. 
N o one 
is so dependent upon this charm as a 
woman. 
It has made many a plain woman 
attractive— this gift of speech. 
And the 
Y enus of M ilo would become a fright, if 
she could open that glorious mouth of hers, 
and if from it should issue an uncultivated 
.voice, saying “hort” for “heart,” “mormor” 
for “mama,” or, defiling her classic fea­ 
tures for the moment, she should give an 
unusual cackle and launch into slang. 
It 
w ill not help the American girl to say she 
“don’t care.” 
She does care. 
There is a 
native-born American aristocracy to which 
all should aspire to belong. 
The original 
and lieautilul American women 
have a 
vivacity and wit which the older civiliza­ 
tion have lost. 
She should never lose her 
originality. 
But she should study to be 
low-voiced, sweet-voioed, calm, quiet aud 
thorough-bred. 
“ We, ignorant o f on reel ves, 
JSegin often our ow n charm s, w h ich the w ise 
powers 
D eny us for our good.” 
T his would be a pretty posy for many an 
Am erican girl’s ring. 
She regrets nothing 
of that somewhat promiscuous emblazon­ 
m ent which accompanies celebrity. 
She 
does not always remember that she must 
keep her “presence new and fresh, like 
robes pontifical.’’ 
A s was said in the beginning o f this ar­ 
ticle, hundreds of girls will enF r for the 
first tim e that test of manners a.;d char­ 
acters, the social world, this summer. 
If 
vou carrv to it vulgarity, false standards, 
affectations, it w ill soon discover them, 
and yon w ill be put on your level. 
The 
giris full o f health and vitality will find 
legitim ate exercise in tennis, archery and 
the manv forms o f ont-door hie on which 
society lias set the mark of approval.

dark and luminous and the teeth white 
and even. 
The negro population of Mo­ 
rocco is large, w ith many slaves. 
The 
Sultan’s black bodyguard is composed of 
free negroes, who enjoy as many privileges 
as the Moor in the ordinary walks of life. 
The Jews are also well represented. T hey 
come from the Israelites expelled from 
Spain in 1492, and Portugal in 1497. 
The 
Americans and Europeans iu Morocco are 
few, and they live in the seaports, es­ 
pecially Tangier. 
The national color is white, both sexes 
wearing flowing robes of snowy hue. 
In 
its detail the dress of the men consists of a 
finely worked skirt (kumja) fastened down 
the breast by numerous small buttons and 
loops, and of very loose diawers. 
Over 
this is sometimes worn a coat with large 
sleeves (caftan) buttoned closely in front. 
F'or outdoor wear the liaik is indispensa­ 
ble. 
This garment is a wide piece of thin 
cotton, woolen, or occasionally silk mate­ 
rial, about six yards iu length. 
It is ar­ 
ranged about the body, as also the head, 
in a series of artistic folds, which in our 
own case rendered dressing without assist­ 
ance an u iten y hopeless process. 
Stock­ 
ings are not used, and the feet are thrust 
into a pair of loose-fitting yellow slippers, 
to walk in which, without fatigue, the 
wearer must be to the manor born. 
A red 
fez cap is worn on the head, and around 
this a turban made of a many-folded 
length of 
muslin. 
In cold 
or rainy 
weather a cloak of thick woolen material 
(jelabeer) is worn instead of the haik. This 
has a pointed hood 
which, placed over 
the head, gives the figure a cone-like ap­ 
pearance. 
W hen not in 
use this hood 
hang? down the back. 
The jelabeer has 
holes for the arms to pass through, and de­ 
scends low enough to cover the knees. 
Many of the poorer classes always wear 
the jelabeer. 
Sometimes, and especially 
in the north of Morocco, the jelabeer is of 
a dark color. 
In this part jackets and 
loose trousers of cherry, or some other col­ 
ored cloth, are also a good deal worn; and 
striped materials in various textures are 
favored by the Moors. 
T he dress of the women is much the 
same as that of the m en ; but the haik is 
arranged differently, aud is employed in 
concealing the features when any of the 
opposite sex are present. 
T he hair is 
carefully covered by a handkerchief of 
black silk, over which another of gay 
colors is 
coquettish ly arranged. 
The 
women wear red slippers, and these are 
often handsomely embroidered in gold. 
The ladies are very partial to jewelry. The 
wealthy wear finger-rings and huge ear­ 
rings i f gold set with preeious stones, neck­ 
laces of amber or coral, and massive brace- 
jets of gold, armlets and anklets of silver 
inlaid with gold. 
Diamonds are not much in use; but 
rubles, 
emeralds, generally uncut, and 
pearis of inferior quality are often seen. 
The Moors consider that the risk of fraud 
by im itation is lessened by not having 
precious stones submitted to the art of 
the lapidary. 
The Moorish and Jewish 
ladies are much given to fictitious im ­ 
provement of their charms by the use of 
rouge. 
Both 
also stain their hands and 
feet with 
henna, and blacken their eye­ 
lids with kohl. 
Tattooing is alone prac­ 
ticed by the Moors. 
Throughout the province of Morocco 
are a few water mills, of a most prim itive 
kind, for grinding corn; and in the large 
towns are a considerable number of corn 
mills, each one turned by a horse; but the 
labor of grinding corn and preparing meal 
falls mainly on the women. 
A small hand 
m ill is to be found in almost everv dwell- 


wide, and this is divided into gardens at­ 
tached to which are pavilions. 
There are 
two large courts, mrhouar, or places of audi­ 
ence, around which are arranged apart­ 
ments for ministers, secretaries and guards. 
The treasury, containing, it is said, a large 
amount of specie, adjoins the house inhab­ 
ited by the Sultan whenever he visits his 
Capital city. 
The floors of these palace 
rooms are paved with various colored tiles; 
but with the exception of mats, carpet3 
and cushions the apartments contain no 
furniture. 
The southern part of the city 
is occupied by the Jews. 
A section nearly 
two miles in circuit is inclosed in high 
walls. 
It is called “El M elah,” meaning 
the “salted place,” and referred to in de­ 
rision as “E l Messous,” the “place without 
salt.” 
Tangier is next to Morocco in import­ 
ance, and, as having more Christian resi­ 
dents than any other town in the empire, 
is perhaps more interesting to Americans. 
There are two Koman Catholic churches, 
a large monastery and a school, the first 
being allowed the use of bells. 
Protestant 
worship is conducted at the British Em ­ 
bassy. 
The Jews are allowed to have pub­ 
lic synagogues, but they are unpretentious 
buildings. 
There are several Moslem 
schools for boys. 
The foreign officials at Tangier are nu­ 
merous enough to form a society among 
themselves. 
They consist of three M inis­ 
ters Plenipotentiary, namely, those of Eng­ 
land, France aud Spain; and of the Con­ 
suls of eleven powers — England, 
the 
United States of America, France, Spain, 
Portugal, Austria, Germany, Italy, Bel­ 
gium, Sweden and Denmark. On Sundays 
the flags of the different nations give the 
town a gay appearance.

It is often cooked with pieces of meat, a n d 
butter is usually added ; but the latter is, 
generally speaking, so rancid as to make 
the mess unendurabie to foreigners, unless 
under the pressure of hunger. 
The city of Morocco iscalled “Marakech,” 
by the Moors. 
It was founded in 1072 
of the Christian era, and the situation and 
surroundings are beautiful. 
The city is on 
a great plain, flanked at the north and 
part of the way on the east and west sides 
by luxurious woods of date-palms. 
Gar­ 
dens, fields and distant mountains fill in 
the remainder and the southern boundary. 
The northern part of the place contains 
the sanctuary of Sidi Bel Abbes and many 
remnants of old walls built of “taba.”

house has a well which supplies water for 
the laundry, and for ordinary use, but 
drinking water is obtained from’ the public 
fountains. 
In some instances the horses .,,..u„c 
of the owner divide with the ladies the oc- ¡ [he fe^k to 
eupation of the ground floor; in other 
words, one room is used as a stable. 
The 
narrowness of the apartments in the b e s t 
hoi^esof this country cannot fail to attract 
the attention of strangers. 
They are, gen­ 
erally speaking, of good higlit, but are very 
long in proportion to their breadth. 
This 
arises from 
the difficulty experienced in 
obtaining native wood of sufficient length 
for the floors. 
The width of the room iu 
consequence seldom exceeds 10 or 12 feet. 
The tower o f the Katoubia is the only 
building of slone in the city, there be'ng ’a 
great scarcity of this materia! in its vicin­ 
ity. 
A feature of Morocco is the public 
baths, there being over twenty.

is never at a loss to ac­ 
count for everything in antiquity or to e x ­ 
plain the darkest problem of human his­ 
tory. 
H e is useful because there are some 
things that can have only a theoretic ex­ 
planation, as the mode of creation, the 
nature of atonement, and the physical

of

theless 
theology 
has 
lost 
caste 
be­ 
cause 
it 
has 
employed 
specula­ 
tive arts on Biblical truths. 
The crit­ 
ical mind is now disposed to reject some of 
the truths of revelation because thev are 
proposed as theories, orare explained only 
in a hypothetical way. 
The intelligent 
man demands truth, not speculation; he 
seeks facts, not sentiments. 
The Bible 
should satisfy him, for it is not a book of 
theories. 
Its writers are not speculators in 
the field of inquiry ; and, singularly, there 
is not one theory in the book offered in 
elucidation of a problem. 
The theoretic 
spirit is strong in Eiiphaz, 
Bildad and 
Zophar, who, in contending with Job, hold 
that calamity is a proof of sin ; but the 
book does not teach that doctrine. 
There 
is no theory of creation in the Bible; no 
theory of evil; no theory of inspiration; 
no theory of prophecy; no theory of in­ 
carnation ; no theory of atonem ent: no 
theory of resurrection ; no theory of the 
future life. 
The Biblical teaching on 
these subjects is in the form of a revelation 
of truth, and in no instance in the form of 
a theory. 
The Bible writers were truth- 
tellers, and the truths they taught should 
be retaught as truths. 
Fl.xegetes, theologi­ 
ans and critics, analyze, theorize, modifv, 
and agree or disagree; but the book is a 
book of truth, and the Spirit that inspired 
it will guiile the disciple into truth.—

SCHEME FOR 
MENT 
A NATIONAL M0NU- 
TO GRANT. 


W e do not know who M r. Lucius Briggs 
is, but he has proposed a scheme worthy 
of attention. 
H e hails from Glasgo, Conn., 
and has addressed a letter to Governor 
Bulkelev of that State, in which liis plan 
is set forth. 
Mr. Briggs says that he is a busi­ 
ness man of the town in which he lives; 
th at he has no ax to grind ; that his propo­ 
sition is born of sincerity and a spirit of 
ardent patriotism. 
H e calls the attention 
of the Governor to the fact that as yet the 
national monument to General G rant’s 
memory, which a short time ago every one 
demanded should be erected, is not taking 
shape, and th at the prospect is th at pos­ 
sibly none will be erected unless a new 
and broadly popular movement is put on 
foot to collect the necessary money. 
Ills proposition is, first, that a monu­ 
m ent shall be erected in the city of W ash­ 
ington—and in that Mr. Briggs reflects 
the common judgment of the American 
people. 
H e would have the Governors of 
all the States th at did not secede (but why 
not all States?) advise organization of citi­ 
zens in every school district in such States 
and in the Territories, to which on the 
first Wednesday in next October, every 
man, woman and child shall he invited 
to contribute the sum of five cents, no more 
and no less. 
If there are at that time 
any so poor that they cannot contribute 
five cents, then permission may be given 
for some one with means to make up the 
amount, the idea being th at there should 
be a representation in the fund of all the 
people to the extent of five cents per cap­ 
ita. Estim ating the population th at should 
thus contribute at not less than 45,000,000, 
the collection would yield §2,250,000. Mr. 
Briggs says in defense of the schem e: 
It is manifest y improper and repugnant to 
the feelings of ihe common people that a few 
rich men should build a moumeut to General 
Grant, but the spectacle of all the people unit­ 
ing and contributing to the work would be a 
most gratifying one, and unique in all countries 
and in all times, it places—as is proper in such 
a work—the banker, the merchant and the cap 
italist on a level with the poor and the lowly, 
and the President and his Cabinet, aud mem- 
bets of Cougress with the toilers all over the 
land. 
A work so extensive as this and of such a 
character, and for such an object, appealing as 
it does to every individual, should properly be 
inaugurated by the Govt- mors of the several 
States; and I suggest that simultaneously, on 
some day to be named by the Governor of the 
State of New York, a proclamation, or some 
proper lonn of calling the attention of the peo­ 
ple of the States to the matter, and naming the 
day or days for its execution, would, beyond 
question, insure its success, it would remove 
forever a stigma, now becoming hard to be 
borne, from the richest, most generous and 
most patriotic people on the lace of the earth. 
He would have the officials of each 
school district report to such State officials 
as each Governor may name, and have 
each of the latter report to the Governor, 
and he to the Treasurer of the United 
States. 
Then the President should name 
a Board of competent men to pass upon 
designs and carry out the work, the Presi­ 
dent retaining revisory power over their 
acts. 
W e confess that the idea is one that 
presents itself with force. 
The proposi­ 
tion to make the erection of such a monu­ 
ment the work of the people through uni­ 
form contributions is not an original one, 
but the method th at Mr. Briggs suggests 
is original and apparently feasible. 
There 
would seem to be very little machinery 
about the plan, no danger of complica­ 
tions, and no chance for the gratification 
of personal ambitions or the vain display 
of wealth. 
If the Governors of the States approve 
of the plan, give it their indorsement, 
and issue the necessary requests to the 
school district officials, we have no doubt 
whatever about the scheme receiving such 
attention from the press of the land that 
the |>eople will be fully informed concern­ 
ing it and awakened to the true spirit and 
patriotic thought of the idea. 
If we suppose th at only two-thirds of 
the people respond to the appeal, that 
one-third, through indifference or misap­ 
prehension or distrust, fail to contribute the 
necessary desired nickel each, the sum re­ 
alized would still be the handsome one of 
$1,500,000. 
If $500,000 of that amount 
were expended for site, plans and founda­ 
tion, a million of dollars would remain 
for the erection of the monument. 
W e 
like the idea of a monument to G rant that 
will be the result of the free gifts of the 
people of the nation that gave the man to 
the world. 
The scheme suggested would 
seem to be one th at could not become in­ 
volved in political intrigue or contribute

which supported the roof of the hall was 
seen to be giving way, whereupon Milo,

quietly, upheld the entire superstructure 
until all had escaped safely, and then 
saved himself. 
H e led the armv of Cro­ 
tona against the Sybarites in It. C. 509, 
and gained a signal victory. 
The story of 
his death is a melancholy one. 
W hen an 
old man, be was cutting a tree in the for­ 
est, and had partially split it by inserting 
wedges. 
H e then thrust his hands into 
the opening, believing that he could thus 
rend the tree asunder. 
H is strength was 
not equal to this effort, the wedges fell 
out, and his hands were held so tight in 
the cleft tree that he could not free them. 
In this hopeless situation, unable to bring 
anyone by his cries for aid, the old man 
was set upon and devoured hv wolves.

Colonel Joaeph P. Hoge, the well-known 
jn n st and lawyer, of San Francisco, was 
then Chairman of the Democratic State 
Central Committee. The majority of the 
committee, who were in sym pathy with 
the Breckeuridge movement, held a meet­ 
ing on the 31st of July, and sent a letter 
to Hoge stating that the committee was in 
session and desired his presence. 
Mr. 
Hoge replied that the action of certain 
members of the committee in repudiating 
the action of the regular Democratic N a­ 
tional Convention at Baltimore, and its 
candidates, Douglas 
and Johnson, had 
placed them outside the regular Democratic 
party of the State and Union. H e con­ 
cluded : " I cannot, therefore, any longer 
recognize you as members of the Demo­ 
cratic State Central Committee. I shall 
continue to act with the regular Demo­ 
cratic State Central Committee, and the or­ 
ganization of the party in this State, as I 
have done all mv life, here and elsewhere.” 
The seceders then set to work and passed 
resolutions declaring the position of Chair­ 
m an vacant, and indorsed Breckenridge 
and Lane for President and Vice-President. 
Hoge rem ained as Chairman of the Doug­ 
las wing of the party, but did not—like 
nearly all the other followers of Douglas— 
become a Republican. He is still a Demo­ 
crat—one of the old Andrew Jackson type. 
The steamer Chrysopolis made her 
first appearance in front of this city on the 
2d of August. 1860. She was a magnificent 
specimen of iuland water craft—a real 
floatine palace—and many an old Califor­ 
nian of the present day can recall delight­ 
ful hours spent in traveling up and down 
the Sacramento on the famous steamer. 
Those were the days wheu no railroads 
connected San Francisco with the interior, 
and all travel was by boat or stage. It was 
the rom antic period in the history of the 
Golden State, when the coast was covered 
with adventurers and fortune-seekers, and 
gold was plentiful; 
when mining was the 
chief industry of ihe State, and ihe m oun­ 
tain counties were the leaders in every­ 
thing, including politics and legislation. 
The steamboat period of California was 
one rich in his'orical incidents, and to-day 
is the them e of m any an interesting story 
told whenever two or three old pioneers 
are gathered together. The old steamboat 
days have gone—like the days of gold— 
and given way to the era of railroads and 
agriculture and manufactures. 
On the morning that the murderer 
W ells escaped from this city, after his 
bloody work in killing three men, a party 
of six citizens secured a boat and started 
down the river after him , as it was believed 
he had made his escape in that direction. 
At Suttervilie they heard of a man answer­ 
ing his description having passed there in 
a boat before daylight. They next heard 
of him at Ding's ranch, where he inquired 
if the trail was open through the slough. 
H e was heard from again at Green's ranch, 
near Courtland, which he passed on a run, 
having taken to the road. This is the last 
that was heard of him, and it was supposed 
that he entered the tules near there. The 
next story was that Wells had been seen 
by Cbarle3 Duret, who lived on the Ameri­ 
can river, nine miles east of this city, where 
he got a drink of water from D uret’s wife. 
D uret’s description of the man was said to 
have been perfect. The latter was heading 
for the hill3. 
One day a party of grizzly bears, 
num bering four or five, paid a visit to the 
ranch of Eliza Perry, near Inskip, on the 
west branch of the Feather river. Mrs. 
Perry seized a rifle and, selecting the big­ 
gest bear of the lot, commenced to pour 
lead into him by the slow mnzzle-gun pro­ 
cess. H er first shot cut his spine, but he 
charged upon her. 8he kept out of his 
way until she could get another load into 
her gun, and gave him another bad dose. 
Then she kept on shooting until the beast 
had received eight bullets and gave up the 
fight. The other bears took the hint and 
left the ranch. 
Tbe present Prince of Wales was 
then a youth on the threshold of manhood. 
It was said of him that, as a child, he was 
so dull of intellect that his royal mother 
became alarmed, and had him examined 
by a board of doctors. They prescribed a 
diflerent course of training from that pur­ 
sued by tbe boy’s father, ‘'and the result 
is,” said a prom inent journal of that time, 
“ that a child of naturally feeble power, by 
good management, has been rested into a 
youth of barely respectable intelligence.” 
And of such materiai are Kings made! 
One of the local papers contained 
the following 
advertisement 
one day: 
“ Notice is hereby given that ail gentlemen 
(and those who are not) not to insult me 
by word, look or action, on the streets or 
elsewhere. If they do I will kill them, as I 
always go arm ed,” 
This terrible warn­ 
ing was signed “ Mrs. A. C. Tilton.” 
Au instance of remarkable nerve 
was reported from Milpitas. 
A young 
ranch-hand in some way got one of his 
feet into a thrashing machine, and tbe 
cylinder’s teeth fairly chewed up his leg to 
the knee. 
He was pulled away from the 
moDBter, when he took out his pocket- 
knife and cut away the torn limb. 
Owen Meredith had jnst published 
his poem “ Lucille,” and one of the news- 
E 
aper critics—who admitted having read 
lit a few of its pages—proceeded to "sit 
down upon” the production. He likened 
it to the "The Protege,” the first book of 
poems ever published in Sacramento, and 
wrote of Meredith as a man "w ho had 
w ritten some other works.” 
It was thirty years ago that John 
Reith, then of Franklin township, and 
A nnie 8. Boswcil, of this city, were m ar­ 
ried, also Jam es H. Gates and K ateS. 
Payne, both of this city. 
" 
The late O. P. Stidger, of North 
San Juan, came near being killed in A u­ 
gust, 1860, by the overturning of the stage 
running between that place and Marys­ 
ville, on which he was riding. He had 
his skull fractured and one hip broken, 
but he managed to live thirty years after 
that. 
.........H am C. Harrison and Morris M. 
Estee were then partners in a law firm in 
this city. 
The Sacramento Hussars gave a 
ball at Nolan's Gardens, Fourth and O 
streets, on Angost 2d. when the following- 
named old-timers officiated on the commit­ 
tees :

John C. Heenan was met on his 
return from Eugland with a challenge froiti 
John Morrisev to meet the latter again in 
the ring for from $100 to $10,000 a side. 
The “ Benicia Boy” accepted the challenge 
promptly.

WJoh'nK obineon’s present aggregation is 
highly spoken of by the press in all the 


places visited so far on this coast. The 
Portland Oregonian says of the performance 
in that city: 
“ The street pageant yesterday forenoon 
was imposing, and justified the promises 
that bad been made for it, which is saying 
a good deal, as circuses go. Sixteen open 
dens of animalB, a yak driven to a prim i­ 
tive cart by a Maori, a herd of elephants, 
fifty Shetland ponies, including “Daisy,” 
the seventeen-weeks-old colt, twenty-four 
inches high; twenty chariots, twenty tab­ 
leau cars, ten pony chariots, a fine lot of 
thoroughbreds, two bands, a drum corps, 
jubilee singers and the steam piano were 
the leading features. The grounds were 
small, though the best that could be se­ 
cured, and the menagerie tent on very 
sloping grade. Quite a portion of the can­ 
vas could, therefore, not be spread, and the 
displays were correspondingly crowded. 
In the menagerie were many rare speci­ 
mens. A flue giraffe, the voiceless animal, 
craned his long neck at the spectators. He 
is said to be the only one now traveling. 
The little baby white lion was the cynosure 
of m any eyes. 
He was horn, with two lit­ 
tle brothers, two weeks ago. 
His pink 
eyes show him to be a true Albino. The 
three little ones were the object of much 
solicitude from their bie lioness mother. 
“The menagerie generally is unusually 
completeand representative. Lions, tigers, 
hyenas, African and Asiatic buffalos, in­ 
cluding the white water buffalos, and all 
the other untam ed and untam able denizens 
of Eastern and South American forests and 
jungles that are seen in menageries. The 
canvas of the circus proper contains seat­ 
ing capacity for some 8.000 people. There 
was room for some 3 000 more at the after­ 
noon performance, bnt at night the benches 
bore a densely crowded mass ot hum anity. 
“ Few circus programmes show more orig­ 
inality. There is a pronounced departure 
from the cnt and dried performances. The 
hippodrome races which closed tbe per­ 
formances were all interesting, and some of 
them extremely laughable, exciting won­ 
derful enthusiasm in the spectators. Of 
the single acts, Demot’s somersault bare­ 
back riding, Miss Josie Demot’s daring and 
graceful bareback work, George H olland’s 
hurricane riding, were masterpieces in their 
line. The trick ponies and donkeys are 
equal to those of other shows. The chief 
contortionist, Merrison. has never bad a 
superior in Portland, and neither has W ill­ 
iams in his cannon ball juggling. Other 
notable features were the cowboys’ Virginia 
reel on horseback, thrilling trapeze per­ 
formances, three styles of wire walking, 
double standing lady riders and horizontal 
bar work. The time-honored spring-board 
tum bling was dispensed with. John Low- 
low invested his clown work with a re­ 
freshing originality that is extremely rare. 
Much of his work was im prom ptu, aDd 
therefore the more pleasing. 
Master W il­ 
lie's driving thirty-one ponies has never 
been equaled here.”

R ecom m en d ed . 
To the Homorable Superior Court, Department 
One, of the County of Sacramento, State of Califor­ 
nia: 
We, the Grand Jury, were im panelled by 
this honorable Court on the 5th day of May, 
A. i»., 1890, Christopher Green being appointed 
foreman. 
A lter receiving instructions from his Honor, 
J. W. Armstrong, Judge of the Superior Court, 
we repaired to the Grand Jury room, and there 
com pleted our organization by electing Clarence 
Nelson Secretary. 
We have been In actual 
session twentv-seven days, and now desire to 
m ake our final report and be discharged. We 
have found two true bills of indictm ent, which 
were returned in our partial report of June 
24th, aud we have ignored three. 


c o u n t y o f f i c e r s ’ b o o k s . 
A. J. Hopper was eppointed to expert the 
books and accounts of the county officers up to 
and including June 30,1890, and’ it he deemed 
it necessary, was authorized to employ an as­ 
sistant. 
We have exam ined the expert's report 
and find that the accounts of all the county 
officers have been honestly and correctly kept, 
w ith the exception ot a few clerical errors, 
which were readily corrected. 
We have inspected the several county offices 
and find that all the books are kept iu "a neat 
and orderly m anner. 
We would recom m end that the Board of Su­ 
pervisors purchase a suitable sale and a revolv­ 
ing (leak for the Clerk's office, as the necessities 
of this office greatly require them. 


C OUNTY J A IL A N I) H O SPIT A L . 
We visited the County Jail and found every 
part kept in a very neat and orderly m anner, 
and heard no com plaints from the prisoners. 
We visited the county Hospital, an Institu­ 
tion this county can well be proud of. It seems 
to be com plete in every detail, and an honor to 
Sacram ento county. 


A USELESS STRV CTU P.E. 
We recom m end that the Board of Supervisors 
remove, or i ause to be removed, the old bridge 
across tbe Am erican river, not only on occount 
of its unsightly appearance, but also on account 
of the constant danger from fire. We consider 
this an im portant m atter, and hope that action 
will not be delayed. 


C O Y O TE SCA LPS. 
It appears to the Grand Jury that it is pos­ 
sible and very probable th at a system m ay be 
worked by w hich this county can easily be de­ 
frauded. Nearly $809 was paid for coyote scalps 
in 1889, w hich were supposed to have been 
killed in this county, but there is nothing to 
prevent dishonest persons from getting an un­ 
lim ited num ber ot scalps from outside this 
county and State and selling them here. 
We 
would recommend to the Board of Supervisors 
th at the bounty of $5 a head on coyote scalps be 
abolished. 
C IT Y O FFIC E S A N D J A IL . 
We visited all the city officers and found their 
books to have been kept In a neat m anner. The 
expert’s report shows their accounts to be cor­ 
rect. 
We were show n every attention by the City 
Auditor, who was ever ready to answ er all in 
quiries to the best of his ability. 
We visited the City Jail and found it in ex 
eellent condition, considering the rickety old 
building. 
T H E W A T E R W O R K S. 
We have spent considerable tim e exam ining 
into the system of city w ater collections, and 
find it to be very faulty and the system to be a 
very loose one. We found several’duplicate re­ 
ceipt books and ether irregularities, w hich 
w ould at least suggest a cbaDge in the system 
connected w ith that departm ent. 
We would recom m end th at the City Trustees 
adopt a new system aud destroy all the present 
w ater receipts, changing the style aud color at 
least every three years, and th at the First 
Trustee’s signature be attached to all w ater re­ 
ceipts, city licenses, hsrbor receipts and burial 
perm its, in addition to the signatures us-d In 
the present system, and th at each officer signing 
these receipts be required to keep au account of 
all such receipts sigued by him : and that a safe 
aud secure pi<ce be provided for all blank re­ 
ceipts, of which tbe First Trastee should be the 
proper custodian; that the Board of Trustees 
pass an ordinance requiring th at the city offi­ 
cers, at the expiratiou of their term s, be re­ 
quired to deliver all of their books and pacers 
connected w ith their respective offices to their 
successors. 
T H E SO C IA L E V IL . 
Second street, between K and L, being on the 
m am thoroughfare from the depotto the Art 
Gallery, we would recom m end th at the Chief of 
Police rid th at locality of all disreputable 
characters. 


TOO R IC H FO R D R IN K IN G TU R PO SES.

E xp erien ces o f a S acram en tan Up 
in 
Sierra V alley. 
A Sacramentan who lately went to Sierra 
valley writes that the country thereabouts 
is now at its best, and the weather delight­ 
ful. In going into the valley by private 
conveyance he found some snow, but at a 
distance from the road. 
He stopped at the cabin of Messrs. Clark 
and SpeDcer, who had been in the mountains 
throughout the long winter. The snow 
was fifty feet deep in their vicinity, bnt 
they weathered it through. The hermits 
gave him a nice mess of m ountain trout, 
packed in snow, which the traveler had 
cooked for his supper at Campbell’s Hot 
Springs Hotel in the valley. 
W riting of these springs, he said: 
“I 
took a bath in the hot springs after a long 
and weary day’s ride, 'and I tell you it 
was a luxury. 
W hy, it made me feel al­ 
most as if I were a youth agaio, and you 
know I ’m no chicken. If our Sacramento 
people would only come up here to this 
beautiful valley and these health-giving 
springs in the sum mer, instead of going 
to the seaside resorts, they would be greatly 
benefited.

“ These hot springs are specially recom­ 
mended to invalids, as the water is good 
for rheum atism , kidney complaint and 
other ills. The springs are only twenty- 
five miles trorn Truckee. 
“ Everything is late in this neck of tbe 
woods, and farmers are just cutting their 
hay. The crop is an unusually 
heavy 
one. W hile the days are only comforta­ 
bly cool and bracing, the nights bring light 
frosts, which you know are great agents 
in dispelling all sorts of malarial disorders.”

T lie B ook s and R ecord s o f C ounty Offi­ 
cers O verh au led . 
Following is the report of A. J. Hopper, 
Connty Expert, made to the Grand Jury, 
and filed by that body with its report: 
The accounts ot the Sheriff aD<l Tax Collector 
were found correct, with the exception of the 
follow ing: The jail register showed fines col­ 
lected to the am ount of $21. which had been 
overlooked at the proper time. This am ount 
was raid to the County I reasurer, June 2 \ 1890. 
Before the Couuty 
Governm ent Act was 
passed, under Sections 3770 and 3773 ol the P o­ 
litical Code the Tax Collector was entitled to 
and has always retained the charge of 50 cents 
co.lected on each duplicate cerifícate of sale, 
and also one half of the 50 cents charged col­ 
lected on each separate assessment delinquent. 
Under the County Governm ent Act, no coun y 
officer is en titk d to retain any foes or-commls- 
sions outside (h his salary, unless so specified 
in the Act, which says th a t the Tax-Collector 
of Sacram ento is entitled to $1,500 per year 
salary, the charge ol S3 each for each tax deed 
m ade by him 
The Collector retaiued on the 
delinquent tax rolls of 1888 and 1889 one halt of 
these charges, am ounting to $187 50, which he 
state* he will pay into the County Treasury. 
In regard to Sec tion S770 of the Political Code 
there Is a question as to w hether the 50 cents to 
be collected on each separate delinquent as­ 
sessment applies to all. as soon as the tax be­ 
comes delinquent, or only on delinquent assess­ 
m ents advertised. 
In this county it has been 
collected only ou those advertised. 
In some 
othercounties it is charged and collected on all 
assessments as soon as delinquent. 
If your honorable body will exam ine this 
section of the Revenue law you m ight have the 
question determ ined in regard to tnis county. 
Tbe accounts of Assessor Frost are found to be 
all right, and slalem em sof collections arc given 
in detail. 
Tbe books of tbe Connty Clerk are found to 
be correct, ex rep ltb at there are errors am ount­ 
ing to $7 90 in favor of the ccunty. 
The disbursem ents of County Superintendent 
Of Schools Howard are correct, w i'h these ex ­ 
ceptions: He charged $10 to the Brown School 
District, Instead of Alabam a District; and he 
m ade Hn error when he paid from the school 
moneys incidental expenses of attending teach­ 
ers' exsm b at-on meetings. 
Section 1770 ot the School Law savs th at these 
expenses are to be- paid out of the County Gen­ 
eral Fund. The am ounts thus paid in the last 
eighteen m ouths aggregate $103 2S. 
*

The Superintendent has an account In his 
school ledger cabed the Contingent Fund— 
inherited from his predecessor in office—which 
should be abolished, as there is no authority 
lor it. 
The books of the Auditor and Recorder are 
correct, except th at tbcie is an error oí (1 iu 
his favor. 
The only thing f nod not entirely correct in 
the accounts of License Collector Dolan is that 
the settlem ents each m onth are not m ade 
strictly In accordance With Section 3,363 of the 
Political Code, which requires a settlem ent on 
the first Monday in each m onth. 
During 1890 
the m onthly settlem ents are from three to four 
weeks behind lime. 
The accounts of Coroner Clark agree w ith 
his office record of Inquests. 
The Treasurer's book and accounts were all 
correct. 
A num ber of errors are fonnd in claim s al­ 
lowed by the Supervisors. In some instances 
the vouchers have not been properly filed, and 
iu others there are errors in adding np the 
figures, etc. But little attention has been paid 
to the law requiring that lists of claim s shall 
be filed with both ine Auditor and Treasurer. 
But one copy has been filed, aud that with 
the Treasurer, which is also very incomplete, 
as it gives no iufoi m altón except the nam e 
and am ount allowed.

of the peace. 
The Commission met in the morning. 
Policeman Stafford was present, and said 
he desired the hearing continued for a 
week, as his attorney was out of the city. 
Accordingly, the Board set tbe investiga­ 
tion for next Friday evening at 7:30 o’clock. 
In the meantime W. P. Harlow—at 
whose instance Mr. Johnson wa9 arrested 
on election day—had caused a complaint 
to be filed against Mr. Johnson, charging 
him with disturbing the peace ou that oc­ 
casion. 
Learning that this had been done, Mr. 
Johnson presented him self in the Police 
Court, just after the Police Commission 
adjourned, to answer the charge. He was 
accompanied by his counsel, C. T. Jones, 
who Eaid they bad been informed that a 
warrant was out for Mr. Johnson’s arrest. 
Mr. Jones then reviewed the proceedings 
had at tbe time the former case was called, 
and which resulted in Mr. Johnson’s dis­ 
charge for want of prosecution. H esaid Mr. 
Johnson had lived here many years, where 
his character as a lawyer and citizen were 
well known, and that he was prepared to 
meet the charge which had now been made. 
Mr. Harlow also lived in this city, and if 
he had any ground for complaint against 
Mr. Johnson, there had been ample time 
and opportunity for him to have had the 
matter investigated. But he had brought 
this charge just at a time when the Police 
Commissioners were about to investigate 
the m atter of Mr. Johnson’s arrest and the 
conduct of officer Staff.trd in connection 
therewith.

The Board of rrustees of the California 
State Liorary held it* regular biennial 
meetiDg yesterday afternoon ar the Capi- 
! tol. There were present Trustees R D. 
| Stephens, Fleet F. Strother, H. E McCune 
Í and W ill S. Green. 
j 
Librarian Dana Perkins made his first 
report to the Board, covering the period of 
his incumbency—trom April 7tti to June 
30th of this year. 
In his report Mr. Perk­ 
ins said: 
I assumed the duties of Librarian of the Cali­ 
fornia S:ate Library on April 7 .1890. and found 
$19,972 91 in the State Treasury to the credit of 
the State Library Fund. 
My predecessor, T. H. 
Wallis, transferred to Hie unpaid claim s against 
the State Library to the am ount of $8,270 99. which 
have been paid by me w ith the exception ot 
$1,018 45. This am ount, deducted from the 
am ount of nupaid bills, leaves a balance of 
$7,252 54, which lias been allow ed and paid. In 
addition to this am ount, claim s against ibe 
Calitornia State Library, contracted by ex-l i ­ 
brarian Wallis, have been received to the 
am ount of $721 32, m aking a total of $7,973 SO in 
bills contracted by my predecessor aud paid 
by me. 
Mr. Perkins o n tin u rd in his report to 
remark that had his predecessor paid the 
claims in his pre-session at the time he sur­ 
rendered his office the am ount to the credit 
of the library would have been only $10, 
980 60, instead of the $19.972 91 showu by 
the books of Mr. Wallis aud the Con­ 
troller. Referring to the property of Ihe 
library as found by him. Mr. Perkins said : 
The accession register received trom m y pre­ 
decessor shows 79,9»6 volumes iu the library on 
April 7, 1890, but after a careful count I fiud 
th at I received only 73,597 volumes. The dif­ 
ference in the num ber ot volumes In the library 
as shown by the accession register and th at ac­ 
tually received by me on April 7 ,18ft?, is 6,369. 
The catalogues aud cards of the general and 
law departm ents have been earefullv checked 
and compared w ith the books, maps, periodi­ 
cals, etc., received from mv predecessor and I 
find tbe following iist of book* entered therein 
which eauuot be found in the library. 
Then followed a lengthy list of the sev­ 
eral thousand missing volumes referred to. 
Continuing, Mr. Perkins said : 
George T. Clark, late Deputy L ibrarian under 
ex-I.ibrarian Wallis, was. at the request of Mr. 
Wallis, and by your Instructions, retained in 
the library to represent my predecessor while 
the work of taking the inventory and counting 
the books, e t c , was being performed. 
Mr. 
Clark reports th at he is unable to find in the 
library the books represented in the loregolug 
lists. 
The report concludes with a resume of 
the books received, money drawn and ex­ 
pended and other transactions during the 
new Librarian’s incumbency. 
After accepting the Librarian’s report, 
the Board proceded to the consideration of 
the proposed new set of rules to govern the 
library, offered by Trustee Green. 
These 
rules were published in full recently in the 
R ecord U n io n . 
After discussing the m at­ 
ter, the Hoard decided to adopt the rules 
without any modifications. 
Bills to the am ount of $2,212 26 were 
audited and ordered paid. 
New books, 
periodicals, etc., recommended by the Li­ 
brarian were ordered purchased and other 
routine business attended to. The Board 
then adjourned until September 6th.

S an F rancisco, A ugust 2d.—T he second 
fatal shooting in the course of the iron­ 
m olders' strike occurred to-day. 
W alter 
R ideout, aged 24, is one of the non-union 
apprentices at the City Iron W orks. 
H e 
lives in Berkeley, across the bay, and has 
been receotly m arried. 
T his afternoon, 
w hen the w orks closed, he left the foundry, 
and seeing a num ber of strikers grouped 
near he crossed the street to a policem an 
and asked for protection, saying th at he 
was afraid of being assaulted. 
T he policem an told him to get on a 
street car, and he w ould keep th e strikers 
aw ay. 
Ju st after he got on the policem an 
beckoned him to get off, and w hen he did 
so told him a num ber of strikers had gone 
around to intercept the car at the next 
block. 
R ideout then w ent two blocks and 
boarded the Pow ell-street cable car. T h in k ­ 
ing him self safe from pursuit, and being 
very sleepy, he leaned back and began to 
doze. 
Soon tw o strikers boarded the car, one 
nam ed H . L. Siebert, the other’s nam e u n ­ 
know n. 
Siebert sat dow n opposite R ide­ 
out, who did not see him . 
Suddenly Sie­ 
bert rose and struck the sleeping m an a 
terrific blow in th e face, sayiDg, “ I ’ll fix 
you. you dog. y ou.” 
R ideout had his 
hands in his coat pockets, one resting on a 
revolver he carried by perm it from the 
police. 
H e started up, draw ing it. 
Siebert 
grasped his arm and tried to w rest the re­ 
volver from him . 
T he other striker on 
the car cam e to his aid, and a sharp strag ­ 
gle ensued, during w hich the revolver was 
discharged and Siebert sank back w ith the 
blood pouring from his left breast. 
T he police now appeared and arrested 
Rideout and took Siebert to the Receiving 
H ospital. 
T he other striker escaped. 
A t 
the hospital Siebert’s w ound was 
pro­ 
nounced fatal. 
H e first gave his nam e as 
Louis Brown, but afterw ards m ade a dying 
statem ent, giving his tru e nam e. 
T he President and other officers of the 
M olders’ U nion are w ith him . 
H e is still 
living, but death is m om entarily expected. 
H . 
L Siebert, the w ounded m older, died 
at 11 o’clock to-night.

K ing and E m peror W illiam and Prince

E m peror went 
ashore, aDd after inspecting the guard of 
honor from the garrison, received th e Bel­ 
gian M inisters and the staff of the G erm an 
legation.

land to Mexico b v rail. the cable has been 
utilized to inform G snerai Ezeta of the 
situatioo, and also to acquaint the few 
Salvadorians resident in the P anam a dis­ 
trict of the approach of the traveling Com ­ 
m issioner. but Cotta cannot be taken w ith­ 
out a struggle. 
B oth lie aud Secretary 
Fiore arc arm ed to the teeth and will resist 
any attack. 
T he Salvadorians are aw are th at they 
will not only gain a large am ount of 
m oney by apprehending Cotta, but bis cap­ 
ture w ith a bagfu!l of valuable docum ents 
relating to the big loan w ould be a disas­ 
trous blow to G uatem ala.

having in the way ot th e latter nothing 
but bread 
and water. 
A great 
n u m ­ 
ber were stark naked a 'd chained by 
the ankles ana wrists. 
T here were clso 
underground ceils, reserved for the worst 
prisoners 
In order to force c:infes>ions 
ants are kept in boxes, and fifty of them 
are placed at one tim e on the naked body 


of a prisoner whom it is desired to torture. 
It is also customary to chain men all day 
in tbe scorching sun. in such a way that 
they cannot move.

Such a cnrrency, so handled, cannot 
cause any inflation.

sible to handle this currency. 
H e believes 
th at the rise in silver will be only tem po­ 
rary, and th at even the present rise is to 
som e extent nom iual, form ing a part of 
the ceneral rise in prices in gold incident 
to the period of good credit.

The resolution offered yesterday by Blair, in ­ 
structing the Committee on Rules to repot t 
w ithin tour days a rule for the incorporation of 
the previous question, or some m ethod for 
lim iting and c osing debate iu the parliam ent­ 
ary procedure of the Senate, was taken up. 
Blair 6aid th at Senators had spoken to him , 
indicating their desire to be heard before action 
should lie taken in the m atter, and who were 
not ready to proceed. He should, therefore, 
not press the resolution this m orning, but he 
desired to say th at he had offered tbe resolution, 
not w ith special reference to any pending bill, 
but feeling th a t there was a nec-ssity for the 
proposed change. He had offered the resolu­ 
tion w ith the view, not to any pending meas­ 
ure, but w ith the necessity of a fundam ental, 
radical and|indi«pensable change in the p arlia­ 
m entary procedure of the Senate. 
Morgan rem inded B lair of the long tim e, “six 
or seven weeks,” consum ed in consideration of 
the education bill, and said th at the tim e had 
not been wasted, as a result of the discussion of 
the bill had been its defeat; just as he hoped 
the debate on the tariff bill would defeat tliat 
measure. 
T he resolution was referred to the Committee 
on Rules. 
The tariff bill was then taken up, the question 
being upon Vest’s am endm ent to reduce the 
duty on decorated ch in a to 60 per cent kd- 
valorem , and on plain while china to 40 per 
cent, instead of 60, and 55 per cent in the lfouse 
bill and 55 and 60. as proposed by the Finance 
Committee am endm ent. 
After further discussion o f the chinaw are 
paragraph, George took the floor and m ade a 
long speech on the general subject of tarifl. 
P latt replied and denounced 
an assertion 
m ade by George to the effect th at while the duty 
on steel rails was i l l a ton the labor in pro­ 
ducing the article cost only $1 54. The fact was 
if the production of a ton of steel cost f24 the 
labor portion of th at cost was not only ?1 54, but 
three tim es th at am ount.

Jones of A rkansas supported George's state­ 
m ent about steel rails, and also spoke ou china- 
w are m atters, apropos of w hich he rend from a 
paper a report from Findlay of Ohio as fo tfie 
purchase by an English syndicate of various 
glassware factories, and said the effect ot tarilf 
legislation was to encourage such trusts and 
syndicates. 
Reagan w arned the Senators th at the Farm ­ 
ers' Alliance and w orkingm en's associations 
were not to be ignored. 
A conference was ordered on the sundry civil 
appropriation bill. 
At 5 o’cio k A ldrich, intending to move an 
adjournm ent, proposed th at a vote ou the pend­ 
ing question be taken Monday w ithout further 
discussion. 
“ Take a vote now. We are ready. We are 
always ready to vote as soon as aiscussion is 
over." were responses from stv eral Senators on 
the Dem ocratic side. 
A ldrich did not ihink there was a quorum 
present, b ut he was w illing to try. 
A vote was taken on Vest's am endm ent. The 
result w as- yf as, 17; nays, 20. No quornm 
Paddock and Plum b vote»! w ith the Democrats. 
The Senate then adjourned.

A year or two ago some parties found 
w here a bear m ade his hom e in a cave in 
th at locality, and a num ber of men started 
out one day to capture him . A m ong them 
was the hero of th is story. 
On arriving 
at the spot recent m arks gave unm istak­ 
able evidence th a t bruin was at home, and 
a council of war was held. Some proposed 
sm oking him out, others blowing him out 
w ith dynam ite, etc., but none expressed a 
desire "to “ beard the lion in his den.” 
A t 
last our hero spoke up and said : “ You vas 
all a pack of tarn cow arts! 
I ’ll show 
vou how to get him from the cave ou d t!” 
th e re u p o n he t»x>k a stout hun tin g hnife 
and lashed it securely to the end of a long 
pole, and lik in g a torch of pitch pine in 
one hand, w ith his im provised lance in 
th e other, boldly craw led into the hole. 
P resently a loml sn»>rt am! a growl was 
heard by th e ouloukers, quickly followed 
by th e reappearance of our hero, safe in 
wl.nl and lim b, but m inus bis lance and 
tor -'i and badly rattled . 
Said h e : “Poys, 
»lat .as a close call! 
Ven I craw lt in 
dete, efervdings vas as black as te r tyfel, 


and all at vonce I poke m e m ine torch 
rig h t against de p e a rs nose, auil he shust 
give one shnort and plow me m ine light 
oudt. 
1 tell you I get m e from dere oudt 
pootv kowick.” 
T he schem e was a cour­ 
ageous one, but its ending was ludicrous. 
H e had located th e position of th e bear, 
however, and a few rifle shots soon ende»! 
th e h u n t successfully. 
O f <»urse th e bear 
was a black, for as before stated no griz- 
Jilies are now know n to exist in th is sec­ 
tion of th e State. 
A story of a club-Liet grizzly having 
been seen around th e neighborhood of 
L ake T ahoe every now and then crops up 
and goes th e rounds of th e local press. On 
one occasion it cam e out, some eig h t o r ten 
years ago, and created q u ite a sensation. 
A circum stantial tale was told, I th in k , in 
th e Carson, N evada, papers, how a wixxl- 
chopper had gone out to his lonely work 
in th e neighb»>rh»xxl of T ruckee, and had 
never returned: and search being m ade, 
onlv his axe auil his shtxs, w ith his feet 
still in them , were discovered, bu t th a t 
unm istakable signs showed how he had 
been surprise»! by old elub-f»K>t w hile at 
his w o rk ; how he had clim bed a sm all 
tree to escape; how he had been shaken 
out of it like a ripe apple by th e enraged 
b ru te ; and had, then and there, been in ­ 
continently e .te n 
up and devoured, all 
but th e aforesaid axe an»l boots. 
T his 
created considerable local excitem ent at 
th e t me, and about one hundred hunters 
assembled, from tar anil near, at Trni'kee, 
ar.d organized a h u n t for this form idable 
anim al. 
T he m ountains were scoured for 
three days, hut w ithout finding e ith e r a 
trace of the bear or any foundation for th e 
story, and sin»» th a t tim e old club-foot has 
become a tradition onlv. 
In the autum n of one of tlie early fifties 
Dr. II. \V. Nelson, now a prom inent su r­ 
geon in the city of Sacram ento, but th en 
practicing in Greenwood, was out quail 
hunting, 
lie had a double-barrel gun 
loaded w ith th e proper charge for th a t 
kind of game, anil no other weajxm or 
m eans of ilefense w ith 
him . 
T he doctor 
was m aking his way up a ravine, in a n ar­ 
row trail Ixwdored w ith dense chaparral, 
when suddenly a band of hunters from th e 
neighboring m ining cam p of G eorgetow n 
m ade th eir appearance on th e h ill aliove 
him , in pursuit of a large bear. 
Som e of 
th e party saw him and shouted a w arning 
th a t thi- bear was com ing down th e ravine, 
and for him to break for dear life. 
T he 
dtx'tor was equal to th e occasion, however, 
and ixtolly shouted back to “ let him come ; 
I am ready for him .” 
H e had a theory, 
based upon some previous investigations of 
th e anatom y of a bear’s head, th a t a charge 
of shot in the cnil of a grizzly’s nose m ust 
reach th e 
brain and prove fatal. 
Coolly 
«xx'king his gun, he aw aited events. 
In a 
m om ent or two th e Itear appeared out of 
th e brush, not over fifteen feet away, and 
on catching sight of th e doctor re: red up 
for a charge. 
T h e la tte r has often sin»» 
averred th a t when th e bear erected 
him ­ 
self upon his ham s he appeared to he at 
least tw enty feet high. 
N ever for an in ­ 
stant losing his presence of m ind, th e doc­ 
tor look quick aim and 
lodged 
tlie con­ 
tents of both barrels in obi E phraim ’s 
snout, and lie tum bled over as igtiom in- 
iously slain as was G oliah w ith Davitl’s 
pebble.— Forest and Stream. 


NOTES OF ART 
AND 
ARTISTS. 


T h a t celebrated anim al painter, Rosa 
Bonltetir, is now 67 years old. Site says she 
has enough work in her m ind to till two 
lifetim es. 
In his dining-room in Rerkelev Square, 
Lord Rosebery has given the place of 
honor to a po rtrait of G eorge W ashington. 
It is said to l>e one of the only two genuine 
po rtraits now existing, painted front life. 
T he Scottish A rt Rerictc was founded in 
Ju n e, 1888, and cam e into ¡«ossession of 
W alter Scott, the London publisher, at tin: 
end of 1889. 
It then appeared as th e 
A rt Review, but th e J u ly num ber will be 
th e last. 
T he Courtier de CArt notes w ith regret 
th at New Orleans, a city of 300,099 popu­ 
lation, in w hich th e French elem ent is 
very im portant, should rem ain ap art from 
th e artistic m ovem ent of the U nited States. 
M useums are l>eing erected in all liirec- 
tions, but a t New O rleans “ not the least 
trace, alas! of a m useum w orthy of the 
nam e.” 
■ 
A wooden statue of St. A loysius has been 
im|>orte<l from G erm any for the St A loy­ 
sius L iterary Society of Sharpsburg, 1’enn. 
It is a uHxlern work, six and one-half feet 
high, and cost $150. 
T he baint wears the 
black habit of th e O rder of Jesu its, w ith 
w hite surplice and stole. As he died young 
of consum ption, the (ace and hands are 
m uch em aciated. 
H e holds a crucifix be­ 
fore hint, on w hich he gazes. 
T he ragged 
edges of his. shoes and the stuff of h is habit 
are given w ith m uch realism . 
T h ree old m asters at Longford Castle 
have been secured for the B ritish N ational 
G allery for $275,000, of which sum the 
G overnm ent contributes 
less than half. 
One is th e painting hy H olbein, form erly 
called in error “T he Embassadors." It was 
shown at th e Royal Academ y in 1873, and 
is th e first H olbein to take its place in 
th e gallery. 
T he other two consist of a 
p o rtrait by M oroni and a likeness of A d­ 
m iral P ulido P areja hy Yalesquez. 
To­ 
ward tlie price of these pictures a num ber 
of rich citizens of London have contribu­ 
ted $150,000. 
A ntiquities recently sold iu Loudon in ­ 
clude a contract w ritten on terra cotta in 
the r»ign of Sam.-uiluna of Babylon, which 
refers to a sale of land. 
It brought $130. 
A large tabk-t of bake»l clay, w ith forty- 
four lines of characters, brought $180; it 
is dateii th e 4th »>f tlie m onth A dar, the 
tenth year of N altonidus of Babylon, and 
records a law suit brought by a slave called 
N ergarlritsua. 
A satyr’s head in black 
m arble fetched $195; a 
bronze dagger, 
w ith sheath, from 
E tru ria, was sohl for 
$225, aud solid ax and haft of bronze, 
from th e sam e place, brought $167 50. 
T he Chicago Tribune denies th e charge 
th a t th e critics of th a t city did n»>t like 
th e pictures shown at th e A rt In stitu te by 
th e Society of A m erican A rtists, w hich 
were substantially those shown in New York 
last spring. T lie Tribune itself, ‘under date 
of Ju n e 9th, 15th and 22d, devoted several 
colum ns to th e expression of its apprecia­ 
tion. 
One of th e o th er m orning papers 
could not have understim ated the <x)llec- 
tion, for it asserted its opinion in term s 
w hich, by a singular coincidence, hail been 
printetl previously in one of the most in­ 
telligent of th e N ew Y ork dailies. 
Popu­ 
la r interest in the pictures was indicated 
by a large attendance during th e five 
weeks th at th e works of the Society were 
shown. 
Om ly one picture, th e large land- 
s»gtjie hy Bolton Jones, has been sold as 
yet, although at least one other will prob­ 
ably rem ain in Chicago. 
T he scarcity of 
salías is unquestionably due to the lateness 
.of th e season and to the fact th at col lect­ 
ors of pictures are usually out of town in 
sum m er. In New Y ork sim ilar conditions 
are recognized aud yielded to ; no e x h i­ 
bitions are given, and no one is expecte»l 
to buy pictures in th e dog days. B ut even 
in the rush of the spring season, anil w ith 
the first choice of th e A m erican A rtists’ 
exibition oflered to it, 
New Y ork re­ 
sponded to th eir appeal witli only four or 
five beggarly thousands. 
F or Tmany years 
th e Chicago exposition has held annually 
th e on!y exhibition of A m erican art w hich 
adequately illustrates th e progress of our 
artists both at hom e and abroad— an ex ­ 
hibition w hich has earned for itself in 
P aris th e title of th e ‘A m erican Salon.’”
